In connection with the Ruhr the 
experts consider economic reestab­ 
lishment of Germany can be durable 
only on one condition; that economic

Without raising the 
question

military occupation of the Ruhr the 
experts indi* ate that it will be neces­ 
sary for Germany to resume free dis­ 
posal of customs in the territory oc­ 
cupied by French troops.

resentative in order to as~uro nor­ 
mal traffic and security for French 
troops.
